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Great Russian Drive 
Continues 


London, Jane 15.—The twelfth 
day of the great Russian offensive 
against the Austro-Hungarians 
and Germans from Volhynia to 
Bukowina shows nowhere any 
signs of slackening. All along the 
front fresh gains for the Russian 
troops and the capture of thous- 
ands of additional prisoners and of 
guns, machine guns and war sup- 
plies are elaimed by the Russiane. 

The aggregate number of pris- 
oners now exceeds 150,000. While 
semi-official advices from Petro- 
grad give a report that the Austri- 
ans have evacuated Czernowitz, 
capital of Buckowina, the latest 
official communication from Aus- 
trian headquarters, dated June 14, 
says the troops of Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph are making a stand east 
of the city and have repulsed Rus- 
sian attacks. 


THE RUSSIAN DRIVE 


Petrograd, June 11, via Lon- 
don, June 12.—The similarity be- 
tween Gen. Brusiloff’s advance 
last week and the Russian drive 
against the Austrians at the 
beginning of; the war is general- 
ly commented upon here. The 
difference, however, is pointed 
out—that General ,Brusiloff’s ini- 
tial blow has been considerably 
more effective and the retreat of 
the ‘Austrians before it more 
precipitate than during the ini- 
tial events of 1914. 

The net result,of the week’s 
operations has surpassed the ex- 
pectations of the most ardcnt 
believers in the southern leader’s 
ability With “upward of "T2000 
prisoners (the latest official 
statement now placcs the number 
of prisoners at about 108,099), 
and, immense, booty, with the 
communications between Austrian 
armies around Czartorsk and 
Rafalowka and those. in the 
neighborhood of Czerncwitz scri- 
ously threatened, there is im- 
mense rejoicing among the mili- 
tary and civilian population 


KITCHENER WAS A 
MAN, HUNS SAY 


Berlin, June 8.—Newspapers 
here devote much space to the 
death of Earl Kitchener, whom 
they generally acknowledge to. 
have been an organizer of the 
greatest ability. But there seems 
to be na disposition to exagger- 
ate the importance of his death, 

The Lokal Anziger, commenting 
rather bitterly, declares that 
Kitchener’s wars were mainly 
won against spearmen and half- 
naked wild people’s, and that 
the Boer war was mainly won 
by interning women and children 
and permitting thousands to die. 
Count von' Reventlow, in the 
Tages Zeitung, also indulges in 
personalities. The other papers, 
however, for the most part, re- 
frain from attacking Germany’s 
dead opponent. 

The Taglische Rundschau open- | 
ly confesses to dislite, but also 
admiration -for Kitchener, say. | 
ing : 

“He was an honora‘le enemy. | 
He never visited Germany to ad 
mire our manoeuvers. He never 
dripped with honeyed phrases a 
bout a rapprochement, and never 
pretended to love us. We thank 
him in death for that. He was 
a brutal man, but he was a!

Such con- 
ditions, it was explained, would 
be contrary to the pope’s ex- 
plicit declaration that peace 
should be just and equally fav 
orable to all the belligerents, a 
condition imperative to avert 
future wars.

A 
branch has been built from Spirit 
River to Grange Prairie, fifty miles, 
or 407 miles from Kdmonton, and an- 
other branch (known as the Central 
Canada Kailway) built from McLen- 
Dan to Veace’ River Crossing, 50 
miles, or 318 miles from Edmonton.

Sir Victor Horsely tells us 
that some of the present day rapid re 
coveries are due to the fact that after 
operations, the patients are no long: 
er dosed with alcohol Many of the 
most successful physicians of the day 
never prescribe it even in the small- 
est quantities. That being sv, would 
it not be wise to leave it out of the 
family medicine chest 

It ig now beyond dispute that al 
cohol even in moderate quantities, les- 
sens efficiency, lessens power of en 
durance, weakens the memory and eye 
sight. It does not require any great 
intelligence to understand that what 
does all this must lessen the powe! 
of a patient to fight disease. If a sin 
gle glass of beer lessens u mun’s en 
durance by seven per cent and bis 
power to remember things by fifteen 
per cent., it follows that it also weak 
ens his power of recovery from dis 
ease. Dr. Welsh, of Johu tHophins 
University, said, “Alcohol in any forin 
or in any quantity Jessens a patient's 
chance of recovery.’ If that be true 
of an adult, how much truer it is of 
the delicate tissues of a child Some

Sea Tale is Like That of Old Pirate,

A stirring story of the experiences 
of the crew of a British steamer whih 
was sunk by a submarine is told by 


Captain Arnold ©. B. Groom, late of! 


the steamship Coquet 

“About 10.45 a.m., January 4, 1916," 
said Captain Groom, “I was writing 
in the saloon when I heard a gun 
fired. On reaching the bridge the 
third mate told me it was fired across 
our bow Then another was fired 
across the bow, one over the bridge 
and one under the stern from a sub- 
marine on the port quarter. At thé 
same time one or two people told me 


there. was another submarine on the] 
port bow. | stopped the engines andj, 


indicated that I had done so by flag 
signals. The firing stopped and the 
submarine was soon close to us with 
signals flying ‘abandon ship.’ Immed- 
jately 1 took the chronometer, sextant 
and chart in the gtarboard boat, and

“We had no sooner got clear of 


the ship than the submarine started 
firing at her. Eight shots were fired 
One of them broke the signal halyard:

The West is Doing Its Share in Pro- 
b portionate Enlistment 


Figures published by the Winnipeg 
Yetegram show the astonishing fact 
that apart from the province of Que- 
bec, the Dominion is well on the way 
to realization of the authorized army 
of half a million men 


Taking the Dominion by provinces, 
ft is found that Alberta has raised 
more than her population would war- 
rant in proportionate distribution of 
the half million army. British Colum- 
bia and the Yukon have to raise only 
2,000 more men to be up to strength 
Baskatchewan, Manitoba and North. 
ern Ontario, the territory still admin- 
istered as Militia District No. 10, re 
quires only seven thousand additional 
men to be up to strength. 


Further east the prospects are not 
quite 60 bright, but Ontario should 
not find great difficulty in raising a 
large part of the 41,000 men still 
required for her proportion, nor the 
Mariitme provinces the 36,000 men 
requlred there. 

Quebec 18, of course, the draw 
back In proportion to population 
Quebec should raise an army of 138, 


000 men, and so far has recruited only 
$2,000. Bome means must be found of 
awakening Quebec to the nation’s 
needs.

freight of wounded and dy

from the enemy the prize that was 
within their grasp—the road to the 
Channel, Which meant the military seg- 
regation of Britain and France and the 
possible invasion of Kngland 

Not until this war is over will it be 
possible to tell of all that happened 
during those fateful weeks from April 
22 to May 10, 1915. By that time it 
will be stale in men’s minds, and may 
even be overshadowed by others of as 
great import. But the story of those 
days in here. 

The casualty list of the Canadians 
engaged in that struggle around Ypres, 
from Boesinghe to Dickebusch, 
amounted to 85 per cent. of their 
strength! Of the ‘Princess Pats,’’ a 
regiment of over 1,000 men, there are 
today less than a score alive and well 
of all who left Canada with the first 
contingent in October, 1914. 


So it is hardly to be wondered at 
that I heard the remark voiced by the 
French Officer repeated often  dur- 
ing those weeks by officers and men 
of the British, French and Belgian 
forces.

At last the German war patty 
has decided that it ts a waste 
of time to continue peace talk 
along the one-sided lines it has 
been followin for some time 
past. Evidently an idea was a- 
broad in Germany that the Al- 
lies were staggercd ly the strofiy 
offensive the Central Powers had 
put up and would be willing to 
consider peace terms of any sort. 
With the statements of the 
French and British premiers in 
reply to the overtures of Beth- 
mann-Hollweg the scales have 
fallen from that gentleman’s eyes 
intimates that the last 
peace talk has been heard 4% far 
as Germany is concerned. 

From henceforth Germans will 
fight to the limit in detence of 
home and country, fearing neith- 
er death ner devil, and firm in 
the conviction that ultimately 
victory will perch on them ban- 
ners. This and much more ot the 
same sort the German chan-el- 
lor tells us in his latest utter- 
ance, though there is reason to 
believe his speech was intcn fed 
more to arouse waning enthttsi- 
asm at home than to inform tire 
outside world.

The British have all the power of 
erganization which the enemy has 
plus the facilities for obtaining sup- 
plies of certain materials not avall- 
able to Germany.

laden with soldering irons, wrenches 
or jacks. 

In the accessory storehouses tiers 
of neatly labelled bins ran from floor 
to ceiling, filled with everything from 
cotter pins to crankshafts. And = so 
perfect is the system that these goods 
are handled and issued by absolutely 
untrained men, many of whom never 
looked inside a hood before. 

Across from the automobile station 
1s the shoe factory. It seemed as 
if all the shoemakers and apprentices 
in the United Kingdom must have 
been there, hammering away for dear 
hfe. At one end of the long struc- 
ture a stream of lorries Was dump- 
ing thousands of pairs of boots which 
appeared to have passed the worth- 
less stage long ago. 

twisted and bent, covered with 
mud and showing gaping holes, these 
relics of the trenches were caught up 
and thrown into great vats of steam- 
ing solution.

Canad a’s Firm Fou ndation 


| More Farm Workers Would Add to 
| Our National Wealth 


In the condition of agriculture every 
Canadian is vitally interested. : 
If the Dominion is to pass. safely 
through the period of reconstruction 
that will inevitably follow the war, the 
farm must be the foundation of econ- 
{omic development The obstacles in 
| the way of successful farming must be 
removed and the financial and social 
; advantages of rural life added to by 
all practicable means. 
| There is no other adequate outlet for 
the return to civil life of the 350,000 
or 400,000 men who will be released 
from military service some time during 
1917 and 1918. Figures compiled by 
the militia department show that of 
263,111 men enlisted up to February 
29 no less than 170,369 were manual 
workers and 17,044 farmers and ranch- 
ers. The great bulk of the manual 
workers were engaged before the war 
in railway construction, in the build- 
ing trades, in factories, and in national 
and civic public improvements. Few 
of them will be able to return to their 
former occupations. Railway construc- 
tion on a large scale will not be re- 
sumed for several years. The Domin- 
jon has too great rather than too 
smal]! railway mileage for its popula- 
tion. City building has been over- 
done alike in the east and the west, 
and there wilkbe a marked cessation 
of this form of activity. Under nor- 
ma} conditions the iactories might be 
able to absorb a considerable propor- 
tion of the inen mustered out, but it 
must not be forgotten that the muni- 
tion plants and the factories making 
military equipment will close down at 
the end of the war, and the 275,000 
workpeople now engaged in producing 
war material will have to compete with 
the returned soldiers for places in Can- 
adian factories. Under these condi- 
} tions there can be little hope that 
openings will be found in industrial 
life for very many of the returning 
soldiers 

The farm remains as the one great 
Canadian industry that is underman 
nel and that produces things the world 
must have. The ghortage of food and 
draught animals in Europe will be very 
great for years after hostilities end. 
Men whose business it is to take the 
long view and estimate probabilities 
over a series of years state unhesitat 
/ingly that Canadian gtock-raisers need 
not fear a glut in the market for a con 
siderable period. The production of 
grain in the Canadian west is an 
Other branch of agricultural industry 
that is on a very firm basis, for the 
world will need more and more hard 
northern wheat to bring up the quality 
of the flour milled in large part from 
softer grain grown in wariner climates 

There is ample opportunity on the 
existing farms of the Dominion to pro 
vide profitable work for all who have 
been withdrawn from manual occupa- 
tions throughout Canada during the 
past twenty months. One of the great 
est handicaps in the way of a return 


to the land in the case of married 
men ts the absence of cottages for 
farm laborers No investment that 


|} could be made by the well-to-do farm 
ers of Ontario would pay a greater re 
turn year in and year out than the 
spending of money to anchor married 
farm workers to the soil. It is frequent 
ly asserted that the average hundred 
}acre farm will not heep two families 
That may be true where grain is raised 
to be sold and where few animals are 
kept The average hundred acre farm 
devoted to uptodate auimal lusban 
dry will not obly Keep two families but 
returo a good profit to the farmer in

come and expenditure of the United 
Kingdom, there ensue contributions 
from over seventy expert authorities 
on different branches of agriculture, 
Including the compiler and editor of 
the work, the federal commussioner 
of agnculture and the Commissioner 
of live stoek and dairy products of 


the Dominion, the director of expert- 
mental farms, chiefs and sub-chiefs of 
departments of agriculture of all the 
provinces and a number of professors 
at the different agricultural colleges 
A vast deal of general information, 
statistical and otherwise, covering 
various countries as well as Canada, 
Is given along with a large fund of 
sound advice and counsel bearing in 
particular upon the subjects embrac- 
ed in the title. Although primarily 
devoted to agriculture, there is much 
matter that the general citizen will 
find of interest. Among other things 
he will be rather surprised to learn 
that wheat in 1801 was $3.47 a bushel 
in Britain, while last year it was only 
$1.61, the latter, however, being near- 
ly twice as much as the lowest point 
reached, which was tn 1894, when the 
price was down to &6 cents. For the 
first fifteen years of this century the 
average price of wheat per bushel in 


Britain was 98 celts, whereas in the 
first fifteen years of the mineteenth 
century the a\crage was something 
hike $2.66. 

While crop production occupies a 
large Space, live stock comes in for 
a large Share of attention, horses, 


cattle, sheep, swine and poultry all be- 
ing learnedly dealt with along with 
dairy products and special crops, such 
as sugar, flax, fruit, vegetables and 


tobacco. In short no branch of agri- 
culture is overlooked, The nutritive 
and commercial values of different 


foods are set forth in company with a 
deal of excellent advice on the prac- 
tice and results of thrift. Marketing 
is dealt with, and sections of the book 
are devoted, among other subjects to 
economy in the home, patriotic pur- 
chasing, women and the war, the call 
to the colors, patriotic relief work and 
education and the war.
